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History  and  Description 

MILLERSVILLE  STATE  NORMAL  SCHOOL,  the  oldest  normal  school 
in  Pennsylvania,  was  recognized  as  a  State  Normal  School,  December  2,  1859. 
This  recognition  was  in  accordance  with  the  Normal  School  Law  of  1857. 
However,  five  years  before  this,  Millersville  Normal  as  an  institution  of  learn- 
ing and  professional  training,  had  its  origin  when  the  "citizens  of  Millers- 
ville and  its  vicinity  .  .  .  erected  a  building  for  the  purpose  of  establishing 
a  school,  which  they  proposed  to  denominate  the  Millersville  Academy." 
The  years  between  this  beginning  and  the  recognition  of  the  school  as  a 
State  Normal  were  years  of  success  and  progress.  In  many  respects  this 
"  First  State  Normal  School  in  Pennsylvania "  became  the  model  of  all  the 
others  in  the  State  as  well  as  many  Normal  Schools  in  states  lying  west  of 
Pennsylvania.  From  1857  to  1917  the  business  affairs  of  the  School  were 
managed  by  a  Board  of  Trustees  elected  by  the  stockholders  and  appointed 
by  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction.  Since  February  24,  1917, 
the  Millersville  State  Normal  School  has  been  owned  by  the  State  and 
managed  by  a  Board  of  Trustees  consisting  of  nine  men  appointed  by  the 
State  Board  of  Education. 

Millersville 

The  Millersville  Normal  is  peculiarly  fortunate  in  its  environment.  The 
village  is  situated  four  miles  from  the  city  of  Lancaster,  thus  combining  the 
advantages  of  city  and  country.  It  is  a  community  of  homes  and  churches, 
and  easily  reached  by  three  branches  of  the  Pa.  R.  R.  as  well  as  by  the 
Reading  system.  Half-hour  trolley  service  connects  Millersville  and  Lan- 
caster, while  those  travelling  by  auto  will  find  a  good  pike  between  the  two 
places.  There  is  trolley  connection  also  between  Millersville  and  Pequea,  a 
popular  summer  resort  on  the  Columbia  branch  of  the  Pa.  R.  R. 

Millersville,  Pa.  Normal  has  a  reputation  far  beyond  the  borders  of  the 
state,  and  to  be  enrolled  among  its  alumni  is  a  coveted  honor.  Several  of 
its  principals  have  enjoyed  a  national  reputation  and  its  thousands  of  alumni 
and  former  students  occupy  positions  of  trust  and  honor  both  in  this 
country  and  abroad. 

The  Faculty 

An  answer  to  the  question  "  Who  constitute  the  Faculty?"  is  to  be  found 
on  pages  4  and  5.  Millersville  has  a  faculty  of  which  it  is  justly  proud, 
both  for  their  academic  and  professional  training,  their  instructional  ability 
and  their  successful  experience. 

Grounds,  Buildings,  Equipment,  etc. 

Millersville  Normal  occupies  a  many-acred  campus  with  grand  old  trees, 
flowering    shrubs,   well-placed    terraces,    inviting   walks,    etc.     The    buildings 
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comprise  the  ladies'  and  the  gentlemen's  dormitories  (separated  by  the  ad- 
ministration building),  science  hall,  library,  gymnasium,  training  school, 
domestic  building,  etc. 

The  dormitories  are  comfortable  and  commodious,  many  rooms  being 
en  suite.  Electricity  and  steam  furnish  light  and  heat.  A  deep  artesian  well 
on  the  grounds  supplies  an  abundance  of  pure  water. 

Classrooms  and  laboratories  are  thoroughly  equipped  and  the  library 
offers  thousands  of  well-selected   volumes  for   reading,   study,   and   research. 

Many  marked  improvements  in  grounds  and  buildings  have  been  made 
during  the  past  few  years,  all  tending  toward  the  comfort  and  convenience 
of  faculty  and  student  body.  The  dining-room  service  is  worthy  of  special 
mention:  along  with  other  good  things  milk  for  drinking  is  served  both 
morning  and  evening.    Nearly  all  rooms  have  single  beds. 

Recreation 

Millersville  offers  abundant  opportunity  for  recreation  and  relaxation. 
A  large  athletic  field,  tennis  courts,  hockey,  rowing,  etc.,  are  provided  for  the 
student  body.  Botanical,  zoological,  and  geological  tramps  and  hikes  also 
afford  a  pleasant  and  profitable  stimulus. 

Literary  and  Religious  Life  of  the  School 

Millersville  offers  splendid  opportunities  along  literary  and  religious  lines 
for  all  those  that  are  interested  in  such  activities.  For  many  years  the  Normal 
and  the  Page  Literary  Societies  have  afforded  excellent  facilities  to  students 
to  gain  experience  in  public  debating,  speaking,  reading  and  music. 

Chapel  services  are  conducted  daily,  with  Bible  classes  each  Sunday 
morning  and  vesper  services  each  Sunday  evening.  The  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  Y.  W.  C. 
A.,  Y.  W.  C.  T.  U.  and  other  associations  are  very  vital  factors  in  the  moral 
and  religious  life  of  the  school. 

Students  who  do  not  find  their  church  connection  in  Millersville  have  the 
privilege  of  going  to  Lancaster. 

The  conduct  and  social  intercourse  of  young  men  and  women  students 
are  carefully  supervised,  and  parents  may  send  their  sons  and  daughters 
to  this  school  with  the  comforting  assurance  that  they  are  safe  at  all  times. 
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Scholarships,  Prizes,  etc. 

Alumni  Loan  Fund 

The  Alumni  and  other  friends  of  the  School  have  established  a  fund, 
which  is  lent  to  deserving  students  without  interest  to  enable  them  to  complete 
their  course.  The  fund  amounts  to  nearly  $1,500,  and  its  benefits  have  of 
necessity  been  confined  to  members  of  the  Senior  class.  Contributions  to  the 
fund  will  be  thankfully  received.  Address  H.  C.  Symons,  Millersville,  Pa., 
treasurer  of  the  fund. 

Scholarships 

A  free  scholarship  was  established  by  the  students  of  the  School  during 
the  administration  of  Prof.  James  P.  Wickersham  as  principal.  It  is  designed 
to  honor  the  memory  of  this  distinguished  educator,  and  is  entitled  the 
Wickersham  Memorial  Scholarship.  It  is  awarded  at  the  close  of  each  school 
year  by  the  faculty  to  a  student  who  has  completed  the  final  examination 
for  entrance  to  the  Senior  class  and  who  is  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  State 
Aid.  It  includes  boarding  and  the  use  of  text-books,  rent  free,  for  the  Senior 
year.    The  basis  of  selection  is  scholarship  and  moral  character. 

The  sum  of  f  1,000  has  been  subscribed  by  the  Class  of  1898,  the  interest 
of  which  is  used  annually  in  assisting  to  pay  the  expenses  of  a  meritorious 
student.  This  scholarship  is  awarded  at  the  close  of  each  school  year  to  the 
student  who  ranks  second  in  his  work  preparatory  for  entrance  to  the  Senior 
class  and  is  payable  after  graduation. 

Prizes   for   Excellence  in   Mathematics 

The  Class  of  '66  has  invested,  in  perpetuity,  the  sum  of  $500,  the  income 
of  which  shall  be  awarded  to  two  students  (one  lady  and  one  gentleman) 
who  excel  in  mathematics.  This  prize  is  awarded  to  members  of  the  Senior 
class  at  the  end  of  the  school  year. 

For  Debating  and  Public  Speaking 

Class  of  '95  prize,  for  oratory.  The  interest  of  $100.  Open  to  members 
of  the  Junior  class. 

Lecture  and  Entertainment  Course 

An  unusually  attractive  entertainment  course  has  been  engaged  for  the 
year  1922-23.    Students  are  admitted  free  to  all  numbers. 

Athletic    Activities 

Millersville  Normal  has  an  enviable  record  for  all  athletics  activities: 
both  young  men  and  young  women  participate  in  these  sports  under  skillful 
guidance.    The  athletic  carnival  is  one  of  the  big  events  of  the  year. 
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Regulations  for  Students 

1.  Rooms  may  be  engaged  by  writing  to  the  Principal.  All  students  are 
required  to  room  in  the  school  building  or  in  private  houses  designated  by 
the  School.  No  one  is  permitted  to  room  or  board  out  of  the  school  building 
until  all  the  rooms  are  occupied,  except  for  special  reasons,  and  by  previous 
permission  of  the  Principal. 

2.  Rooms  are  supplied  with  furniture,  rugs,  and  bed-clothing,  except 
blankets,  which  students  are  requested  to  bring  with  them,  and  will  be  ready 

,  for  occupancy  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  the  session.  Rooms  should  be  vacated 
not  later  than  the  day  following  the  close  of  school.  All  keys  must  be  returned 
to  the  book-room  at  the  close  of  the  second  semester.  After  the  breakfast 
following  the  closing  day  before  vacation,  those  who  remain  will  be  charged 
regular  vacation  rates. 

3.  Rooms  engaged  and  not  occupied  by  the  first  evening  of  the  term 
may  be  forfeited.  Rooms  will  be  assigned  to  new  students  in  the  order  of 
their  application  and  entrance  as  far  as  practicable.  To  have  a  room  reserved 
the  semester  fee  (§10.00)  must  be  paid  when  reservation  is  made.  In  case  a 
student  cannot  come  to  school,  this  fee  will  be  refunded  if  the  Principal  is 
notified  not  later  than  the  Saturday  before  the  opening  of  the  term  for  which 
the  room  is  reserved. 

4.  Students  will  furnish  their  own  blankets,  towels,  soap,  and  napkins 
and  must  have  all  articles  of  clothing  plainly  marked  with  indelible  ink  with 
the  full  name.  Each  student  is  entitled  to  have  fifteen  pieces  washed  a  week 
without  extra  charge.  He  will  be  charged  for  additional  pieces.  Electric  light 
is  furnished  by  the  school,  and  other  lights  are  not  permitted. 

5.  Students  must  have  their  rooms  in  good  order  and  ready  for  in- 
spection by  9  A.  M. 

6.  A  student's  first  duty  is  to  report  at  the  public  office  for  enrollment. 
Here  his  program  is  arranged.  After  this  all  classes  must  be  entered  promptly. 
Every  student  shall  be  present  at  all  general  exercises  in  the  chapel,  un- 
less excused. 

7.  Inasmuch  as  frequent  absence  from  school  for  any  reason  hinders  the 
progress  of  study,  permission  to  leave  school  will  not  be  granted  without  good 
reason  for  such  absence.  Week-end  visits  are  not  permitted  unless  the  parent 
writes  to  the  school  requesting  such  permission  and  a  written  invitation  is 
sent  to  the  school  by  the  parent  in  whose  family  the  student  desires  to  visit. 

8.  Unless  properly  excused,  students  are  required  to  take  regular  exer- 
cise in  the  gymnasium  under  a  trained  instructor.  For  this  purpose  they  are 
expected  to  provide  themselves  with  suitable  clothing,  including  shoes.  Ladies 
should  bring  a  proper  gymnasium  suit,  preferably  black  serge,  consisting  of 
bloomers  and  waist.  Shoes  and  bloomers  may  be  obtained  in  the  book-room. 
Rubber-soled  shoes  are  not  advisable  for  general  gymnastic  work. 
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9.  All  athletic  games  and  contests  and  all  public  exercises  are  under  the 
general  control  of  committees  of  the  faculty.  No  student  can  take  part  in 
any  public  game  or  contest  unless  he  is  a  bona  fide  student  whose  conduct  and 
standing  in  class  are  satisfactory. 

10.  It  is  expected  that  the  ladies  and  gentlemen  of  the  School  will  treat 
one  another  with  politeness,  and  in  accordance  with  the  usages  of  good  society. 

11.  Ladies  will  not  be  permitted  to  have  gentlemen,  not  relatives,  visit 
them  except  by  permission  from  the  Dean  of  Women. 

12.  Except  for  special  reasons,  no  visiting  will  be  permitted  on  Sunday 
or  in  the  evening.  Permission  to  receive  visitors  shall  be  obtained  before  the 
visitors  come  to  school.  Prolonged  visits  always  interfere  seriously  with  the 
progress  of  a  student  in  his  studies,  and  should  not  be  made  except  for  urgent 
reason  and  by  previous  arrangements  for  boarding,  etc.  Visits  to  students 
by  any  one  during  the  school  hours  of  the  day  or  evening  seriously  interfere 
with  their  work,  and  should  not  be  made  unless  necessary.  The  best  time 
to  visit  students  is  Saturday  afternoon.  Young  persons  visiting  students  will 
be  expected  to  conform  to  the  regulations  of  the  school.  Children  under 
twelve  years  of  age  will  not  visit  students  except  by  previous  permission. 

Regulations  Concerning  Automobiles 

Past  experience  at  Millersville  compels  the  governing  body  to  adopt  the 
same  regulation  as  has  been  found  necessary  in  many  colleges  and  other 
Normal  Schools  concerning  automobiles,  viz.,  that  no  student  while  boarding 
tn  the  dormitory  will  be  permitted  to  keep  an  automobile,  either  on  the- 
school  grounds  or  in  the  village. 

13.  All  visitors  are  charged  35  cents  per  meal,  and  50  cents  for  a  room, 
or  $1.50  for  a  full  day. 
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Business  of  the  School 

The  tuition  of  all  students  at  the  State  Normal  School  is  free  to  those 
that  can  offer  fifteen  units  of  high  school  work.  All  others  will  be  required 
to  pay  tuition  at  the  rate  of  $2.00  per  week  until  such  time  as  the  entrance 
requirements  are  satisfied.  Students  receiving  free  tuition  must  also  agree  to 
teach  for  two  years  in  the  public  schools  of  this  Commonwealth. 

A  semester  fee  of  $10.00  will  be  charged  each  student,  payment  of  which 
will  secure  reservation  of  room. 

Day  students  will  pay  an  additional  fee  of  $5.00  each  semester  for  day 
student  privileges. 

No  deduction  will  be  made  to  any  student  entering  within  the  first  two 
weeks  or  leaving  within  the  last  two  weeks  of  any  semester. 

No  student  will  be  admitted  to  classes  without  making  a  payment 
on  account.

Boarding  students  absent  from  school  for  two  full  consecutive  weeks  on 
account  of  personal  illness  are  granted  a  reduction  of  $4.00  per  week  for 
each  full  week  absent.

A  student's  account  (including  books  and  stationery)  must  be  settled  at 
the  end  of  each  semester.  No  student  will  be  promoted,  granted  a  withdrawal 
card,  recommended  for  graduation  or  second  diploma  until  all  bills  have 
been  paid. 

Checks,  bank  drafts,  express,  and  post-office  money  orders  may  be  used 
in  payment  of  all  bills.  They  should  be  drawn  payable  to  Millersville  State 
Normal  School. 

There  are  no  extra  charges  except  for  books  and  stationery  and  extra 
branches  named  above. 

The  extra  expenses  of  students  are  very  small,  consequently  they  do  not 
need  large  sums  of  spending  money.  Arrangements  are  made  by  which 
students  may  deposit  money  with  the  Bursar,  and  draw  it  at  such  times  as 
they  may  desire. 

Mail,  Telegraph,  etc. 

The  School  has  three  mails  daily.  Mail  matter  should  be  addressed:

Write  the  name  of  the  post-office,  Millersville,  plainly.  Mail  matter 
frequently  fails  to  arrive  promptly  because  it  is  directed  to  Millersburg  or 
Millerstown  or  Minersville,  instead  of  Millersville. 

All  telegrams  addressed  State  Normal  School,  Millersville,  Pa.,  will  be 
sent  to  the  School  by  telephone  from  Lancaster.  Both  telegraph  companies — 
the  Western  Union  and  the  Postal — have  printed  directions  to  this  effect  in 
their  books  of  instructions  to  agents. 

The  School  is  connected  by  telephone  with  nearly  all  parts  of  eastern 
and  central  Pennsylvania. 
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Arrangements  for  Baggage 

Tickets  should  be  bought  and  baggage  checked  to  Lancaster,  Pa.  Students 
entering  on  the  opening  day  should  bring  baggage  checks  to  the  school  and 
hand  them  to  the  Matron  or  Dean  of  Men.  This  will  ensure  their  being 
brought  out  by  truck.  Students  arriving  at  Lancaster  at  any  other  time 
should  see  that  their  baggage  is  brought  out  on  the  trolley  car  on  which  they 
arrive.  Station  and  baggage  agents  will  give  full  information.  Students 
arriving  in  Lancaster,  over  the  Reading,  will  take  a  C-A  car  a  half  square 
from  the  station  and  at  the  public  square  take  Millersville  car  marked  M-V. 
These  cars  pass  the  corner  diagonally  across  from  the  Pa.  Station. 

Millersville  issues  a  very  beautiful  book  of  views.  A  copy  may  be  had 
on  request. 

This  number  of  the  Millersville  Catalog  does  not  contain  the  names  of 
the  Alumni.  These  are  listed  by  classes  under  separate  cover  and  a  copyt 
may  be  obtained  upon  request.  On  account  of  the  heavy  expense  entailed, 
nearly  all  colleges  and  normal  schools  have  discontinued  printing  the  alumni 
roster  in  their  annual  catalog. 

At  Millersville,  a  card  index — up  to  date  as  far  as  possible — is  on  file  in 
the  office.  An  alumni  list  will  be  issued  every  two  or  three  years  by  classes, 
and  alphabetically  once  in  five  years. 

No  Spring  Term  in  1923 

As  the  minimum  term  of  the  school  in  Pennsylvania  will  hereafter  be 
eight  months,  and  the  Normal  term  is  only  nine  months,  the  Spring  term, 
which  has  for  years  been  so  prominent  a  feature  at  Millersville,  will  auto- 
matically cease  to  operate. 
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Report  of  Committee  on  Revision  of  Normal  School 
Course  of  Study 

Adopted   May    10,   1921 

Requirements  for  Admission 

1.  Graduates  of  approved  secondary  schools  who  can  present  evidence  of 
having  completed  fifteen  units  of  high  school  work  will  be  admitted  as  regular 
students  to  the  state  normal  schools. 

2.  A  unit  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  thirty-six  weeks  of  work  re- 
quiring at  least  four  periods  per  week  of  not  less  than  forty  minutes  per 
period  or  its  time  equivalent.  (Subjects  not  requiring  out-of-class  preparation 
or  study  shall  require  double  time  in  estimating  units.) 

3.  Credentials  of  all  students  entering  the  state  normal  schools  shall  be 
received  and  evaluated  by  the  normal  schools  and  submitted  to  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Instruction  for  approval. 

4.  Adequate  knowledge  of  the  subject  matter  in  the  elementary  subjects 
will  be  presupposed  on  the  part  of  all  students  admitted  to  the  normal  schools. 

5.  Required  units  for  admission: 

English,  3  units. 

Mathematics,  1  unit. 

Science,  1  unit. 

Social  Studies,  1  unit,  after  Sept.,  1923,  2  units. 

Elective,  9  units,  after  Sept.,  1923,  8  units. 

6.  The  holders  of  permanent  and  professional  certificates  will  be  given 
full  credit  toward  admission  as  regular  students  to  the  normal  schools, 

7.  Advanced  credit  will  be  given  for  equivalent  courses  in  approved 
teacher  training  institutions. 

8.  For  the  present  the  normal  schools  shall,  when  necessary,  conduct  a 
secondary  department  of  first-class  high  school  grade  for  those  students  who 
do  not  have  similar  high  school  facilities  available  in  their  home  communities. 

Curricula  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Normal  School 

Students   Must   Select   One  of   Four   Curricula 

The  four  curricula  that  are  offered  to  students  have  been  organized  upon 
the  principle  that  teaching  in  the  elementary  schools  can  be  classified  into 
sufficiently  definite  types  to  require  specialization.  Each  curruculum  pre- 
pares for  a  specific  type  of  teaching  position. 

The  two  years'  work  of  the  normal  school  is  divided  into  four  semesters. 
The  work  of  the  first  semester  is  the  same  for  all  students.  A  large  purpose 
of  the  work  of  the  first  semester  is  to  acquaint  students  with  the  requirements 
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for  successful  teaching  in  the  different  grades  so  that  they  may  be  able  to 
decide  intelligently  in  what  grade  or  grades  they  prefer  to  teach.  The  course 
entitled  "  Introduction  to  Teaching "  which  includes  observation  and  par- 
ticipation in  the  training  school  is  especially  designed  to  aid  students  in  a  wise 
selection  of  the  curriculum. 

At  the  end  of  the  first  semester  students  are  asked  to  select  one  of  the 
four  curricula  for  the  purpose  of  specializing  in  a  specific  field  of  teaching. 
The  work  of  each  curriculum  must  be  completed  in  its  entirety.  Students 
may  be  granted  the  privilege  of  changing  from  one  curriculum  to  another 
only  on  condition  that  the  prescribed  courses  of  any  curriculum  so  selected 
must  be  completed  before  a  certificate  of  graduation  is  granted.

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Explanatory 

The  proposed  curriculum  provides  that  all  who  take  it  shall  be  qualified 
to  teach  English  and  at  least  two  other  subjects.  The  special  fields  such  as 
Art,  Music,  Home  Economics,  Health  Education,  Commerce,  Teacher-Libra- 
rian, etc.,  are  not  invaded. 

The  status  of  Geography  as  a  Junior  High  School  subject  is,  at  present, 
not  clearly  defined.  The  use  of  the  free  elective  as  Geography,  when  taken 
with  12  hours  of  General  Science,  will  make,  with  the  six  required  hours  in 
Geography,  a  satisfactory  preparation  for  teaching  the  subject  in  the  Junior  High 
School, — thus  adding  a  fourth  subject  to  the  list  which  the  graduate  will  be 
prepared  to  teach. 

In  general,  the  use  of  the  free  elective  in  connection  with  the  12  hours 
in  any  elective  subject  will  give  a  superior  preparation  in  that  subject.  The 
free  elective  may  also  be  used  for  Handwriting,  Home  Economics,  Edu- 
cational  Measurements,  or  any  other  subject  at  the  option  of  the  several 

Teacher- Librarian  Course 

The  Millersville  Normal  School  is  one  of  the  two  Pennsylvania  Normal 
Schools  authorized  by  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  to  conduct  a 
course  for  the  training  of  Teacher-Librarians.  This  course  aims  to  prepare 
students  for  library  work  in  the  smaller  high  schools  that  are  unable  to  em- 
ploy full-time  librarians  and  so  desire  to  have  as  members  of  their  faculties 
teachers  whose  training  has  qualified  them  to  give  part  of  their  time  to  the 
management  of  the  school  library.  Students  who  desire  that  training  and  show 
fitness  for  that  type  of  work  become  members  of  Group  3  and  take  their 
library  courses  as  electives  throughout  the  Junior  and  Senior  Years.  In  the 
Junior  Year,  in  addition  to  the  class-room  work,  the  students  have  oppor- 
tunity for  practice  work  in  the  Normal  School  Library.  In  the  Senior  Year, 
the  practice  work  is  in  the  nature  of  library  work  with  the  children  of  the 
Training  School,  teaching  the  use  of  books  and  libraries,  story-telling  and 
other  phases  of  a  librarian's  work  with  children.
